Prevention of Insanity.—Oscar C. 
At a recent meeting of the New York State 
Charities Aid Association last week, in the 
Academy of Medicine, to inaugurate a 
campaign for the prevention of insanity, 
statistics were given showing a large in- 
crease in the State’s insane patients, a 
percentage of increase more than double 
that of the increase of its population. Sim- 
ilar facts have been noted in many other 
parts of the world, and while doubtless they 
indicate some slight actual increase in the 
percentage of insane among the people, it 
is quite generally believed by experts that 
better methods of diagnosis and a more 
general resort to institutional treatment ac- 
count for a very considerable part of this 
increase, 

The problem of preventing insanity is 
quite different from that of the ordinary 
infectious disease—tuberculosis, for in- 
stance. The causes of mental breakdown 
are so various, so tangled up with modes 
of life, bad habits, heredity, etc., that the 
mapping out of any definite plan of cam- 
paign will be exceedingly difficult. 

According to M. Allen Starr, the insan- 
ities of the city, some of them at least, can 
be cured by going to the country, and vice 
versa. The man whose brain is fagged out 
with the rattlety-bang and hysterical hustle 
of the market-place craves the placid mo- 
notony of life on a farm, and the latter, 
which causes some country types of mental 
breakdown, is best counteracted by the re- 
verse change. This is simply to say that 
the best antidote for monotony of any type 
is change. The city man's life is just as 
monotonous in a way as that of the farm- 
er; in one case it's a monotony of fever- 
ish action that wears out the works, where- 
as in the other they rust out or become 
clogged from inaction.

The recent ‘Child Welfare 
Exhibit” in New York was gratifying to all 
of us who love the little ones. City children 
are at a cruel disadvantage—especially the 
children of the tenements and slums. This 
exhibition gave a vivid picture of the suf- 
ferings, danger and evil influences of the over- 
crowded, unsanitary, city life. It showed 
the needless suffering and, I am glad to say, 
the cure for many of the conditions which are 
now robbing the little ones of happy, healthy 
childhood and causing them to grow into 
weak and decadent men and women. 

The person who just has a superficial in- 
terest in children would not have cared for 
this exhibit. I refer to the type of person 
who shudders and says '' How horrible!” and 
then deliberately forgets and fails to rec- 
ognize any responsibility. 

In New York City alone 8,000 babies die 
every year from preventable causes. Add to 
this the myriads who are allowed to become 
sickly or invalids for life. The exhibition 
showed how this could be prevented. It 
was practical and, like all real religion, it was 
WORKS and not mere words. 

Too long have we permitted the slaughter 
of the innocents. Those who love children, 
those who hold fond memories of little ones 
passed on, will all be glad to know that such 

ractical plans, designs and methods are 

eing developed. One of my Clifford Park 
plans is a little farm adjoining where city 
children can come out and be quickly re- 
stored and strengthened and sent back with 
health and ideas that will benefit their future 
lives and make them influences for good be- 
sides, 

The Child’s Welfare Exhibit was divided 
into sections; houses, food, clothing, educa- 
tion, amusements and so on. Furthermore, 
I was delighted to see a department devoted 
to the abolition of child labor, wherein was 
graphically shown the awful price the work- 
ing child has to pay in body, mind and soul, 
in return for the insignificant trifle of money 
paid to the tots as wages. Modern scientific 
methods were also shown, in the case of 
defective children, especially the work among 
feeble-minded, epileptic, deaf, dumb and 
blind. And there was a model of an ideal 
orphan asylum, on the cottage system, 
which being the nearest substitute for the 
home, I particularly recommend. The 
model shows a charmingly homelike settle- 
ment of small brick cottages, with the desir- 
able accessories of children’s gardens, homes 
for pets, etc. The Exhibition showed what 
slum children’s homes and conditions are 
and what they CAN BE as soon as a little 
care, some intelligence and Love are devoted 
to them.

The purpose is to have a permanent ex- 
hibition hall, convenient to everybody, and 
of course with free admission.

The exhibits in the new American Safety 
Museum are in three sections—Safety, Sani- 
tation, Mutual Regard. 

The Safety section includes safety devices 
and appliances relating to electric and steam 
power, fire and explosives, agriculture, 
mining, lumbering, building trades, decor- 
ative arts, foods and  preservatives, tools 
and apparatus, stone and earth, textiles 
and transportation by land and sea. 

The Sanitation section covers ventila- 
tion, heating, lighting, dust and germs, 
sewage and its disposal, water, lessening of 
noise, house appliances and alcoholism. 

The third section includes plans and pro- 
motion of pensions, liability and compensa- 
tion, service insurance, thrift and saving. 
You see that this really means a practical 
working out of what many label “ Social- 
ism,
